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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-2, 1 1 , 1 7-18 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1: "so-stored" in line 15, "the classes" in line 20 lacks antecedent basis. 
Claim 11: "the so-stored" in line 23 lacks antecedent basis. 

Claims 17, 18: "the so-stored" in line 6 and line 23 respectively lacks antecedent basis. 

3. Claim 2 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. In this case, it is not clear 
how the steps of claim 2 further limit the steps of claim 1 which claim 2 is dependent on. 
Perhaps applicant should insert -the step of acquiring electromagnetic radiation data— 
before "further comprising" in line 1 . Is this a proper interpretation of the invention? 

4. Claim 18 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Perhaps applicant should 
insert -means for acquiring and recording — before "further comprising" in line 1 in order 
to clearly describe the invention. 
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Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-2, 11, 17-18 are objected. Claims 3-10, 12-16, 19-33 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 and not mentioned above 
disclose related devices and methods.
